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Liberty and Its Effects 


(Pomona Bulletin) 
Recently, hints have been sent out fromm 


Washineton that the government of the Unit- 


ed States is seriously considering recoenition 
of Russia under its present regime, and that 
very shortly. Although. at first glence, this 
may seem strange and perhaps the great ma- 
jority of Americans will view such a step 


with not a few misgivings, a careful perusal 
of history will reveal that such a course is but 
a natural sequence. 

We in this country are prone to compare 
conditions which existed in the United States 
immediately following the American Revolu- 
tion and those which obtained in Russia sub- 
sequent to the overthrow of ezardom, but such 
comparison is not a fair one, for the reason 
that the cases are in no respect analogous. 

While still the subjects of the British 
America enjoyed all 
the people of the 


throne, those living in 
the liberty possessed by 
British Isles, and in some instances (more 
especially with respect to their religious be- 

Tt can be truthfully said 
degree of freedom greater 


liefs) much more. 
they enjoyed a 

than that possessed by any other people on 
the face of the globe. So that throwing off 
the monarchial yoke did not very greatly al- 
ter their institutions or mode of life. 

With the Russians it was vastly different. 
When Nicholas was driven from the throne 
and the people found themselves possessed of 
government and also liberty, they “were at 
once confronted with a condition to which 
they were in no wise accustomed, and for 
which they were ill-prepared. They at one 
stroke gained the freedom which it had taken 
the ancestors of the founders of the United 
States centuries to win, of which they had 
become possessed by gradual stages; and it 
is not to be wondered at that they should 
rush into excesses which those long accustom- 
ed to liberty could view only with horror and 
dismay. They were lacking in that knowledge 
which is essential to a proper appreciation of 
liberty, simply because all learning had sedu- 
lously been denied them, and they were seized 
with a blind fury which followed in the wake 
of release from blind submission. 

There are not wanting those who assert 
that no people*should become free until they 
are fit to use their liberty. It would be just 
as logical to say that a man should stay away 
from the water until he had mastered the art 
of swimming. It is the nature of such up- 
heavals as that which took place in Russia 
that their worst features are the first to be 
recognized; yet it is not reasonable to expect 
people to understand how to properly use 
their freedom until they have become at least 
partially used to it. Evils fully as great, if 
not greater, than those which existed before, 
frequently follow the acquisition of liberty, 
and the only antidote for such evils is free- 
dom itself, 

In this respect a nation may be likened to 
a prisoner suddenly released after an extend- 
ed confinement in a dark dungeon. At first 
the light of day is a torture to him: he can- 
not enlure the beneficent rays of the sun: he 
can neither see nor recognize persons or things 
about him. The remely for such an one is. 
not to send him back to his prison, but to 
assist him in becoming aceustomed to his new- 
found blessings. So it is with the nations 
which find themselves released from the 
gloomy house of hondage: they are at. first 
bewildered and somewhat crazed by their free- 
dom, but in a short time they become acecus- 
tomed to it and learn to appreciate it at its 
true value, and out of chaos will gradually

New Reform Ideas 


(San Bernardino Sun) 

According to Harry M. Daugherty, once 
Attorney General in the Cabinet of President 
Harding and for a time with President Cool- 
idge, young men who took a-first wrong step 
lost a great friend when Harding died. Mr. 
Daugherty says that he had planned a spe- 
cial reformatory institution for young men 
convicted in federal courts. where they might 
be taught a trade and not be treated in the 
usual manner of convicts. He said he was 
satisfied that a majority of young men who 
eo wrong realize the folly of it when first con- 
vieted, but their prison associations are such 
that they become hardened before released. 
His system included not only the teaching of 
trades in the institution, but the securing of 
jobs after they were released in places where 
their records would not be known and where 
they would thus have an equal chance with 
other workers to make something of them- 
He' proposed to locate ‘the best of 
them in private employment even before their 
terms expired, but not ostensibly as paroled 
convicts. The unexpected death of President 
Harding and of John H. Patterson, the eash 
register manufacturer, who was an important 
link in his chain, put an énd to his scheme, 
which undoubtedly was also interfered with 
by the oil lease complications that arose about 
that time. 

Every experienced social worker will agree 
that the plan is an excellent one, and that 
great numbers of young first offenders might 
be redeemed to a life of rectitude if taught 
a good way to earn a living and given the 
opportunity free from the handicap of a pris- 
on record.

Do Americans really hustle? A transporta- 
tion survey in Washington shows that of 
those trips to and from work are two miles 
or less, the walkers average 3.7 miles per 
hour, the street ear riders 4.1 miles, the mo- 
tor bus riders 4.5 miles and the automobilists 
5.7 miles. 

This is mere erawling. And the longer- 
distance people do not do much better. Of 
those traveing froni two to six miles, the av- 
erage speed is '7.2-miles an hour for the street 
car passengers, 7.5 miles for the motor bus 
passengers and 10:6 miles for the automobile 
passengers. For such vast distances, it ap- 
pears there are no walkers. 

If that is the best the various types of ve- 
hieular transportation can do, almost any- 
body had better walk. By moving at just a 
little brisker pace, the pedestrian may beat 
the trolley ear or bus or automobile, saving 
his fare and incidentally saving doetor bills— 
unless a car bumps into him. 








HALLOWE’EN STUNTS AND 
RECIPES. 


For tose who arc iooking for 
new stunts to add to the regula- 
tion ones for Hallowe’en the fol- 
lowing one is recommended: 

The Witch’s Cauldron 
Over a make-believe fire in a se- 
cluded corner of the room suspend 
a large iron kettle. At some time 
during the evening an old witch 
rushes into the room. The lights 
have been turned very low to 
make it more witchy. In a cover- 
ed basket the witch has a number 
of ingredients which she will need 
for charms. She gives the basket 
to the hostess and then retires, 
muttering to her witch kettle. The 
hostess explains that the objects 
must be passed through every 
hand till they reach the witch, 
and forms the company into a line. 
Then she bandages everyone’s 
eyes and passes first a hot baked 
potato. This is passed very quick- 
ly to the next, and all along the 
line little screeches follow. Next 
comes a chestnut burr, then a 
piece of ice, an old glove filled 
with mush, a large soup bone,-a 
large grape without the skin, and 
an oyster. The horrid feel of these 
various things will keep the com- 
pany squealing and when the last 
has been dropped into the witch's 
kettle the bandages ere removed 
and they may all look in. The old 
witch then stirs and stirs and 
later in the evening takes from the 
kettle written fortunes for each 
guest. 





Pumpkin pies and doughnits are 
the chief favorites for a Hallowe’en 
party, but there are other dain- 
ties enjoyed at this time that 
are equally as good. Try this re- 
eipe for 

Nut Bread 

Two eggs well beaten, half cup 
sugar, one and a kalf cups milk, 
one cup white flour sifted with 
two teaspoonsful baking powder, 
one cup graham flour, one cup 
chopped nuts, one cup raisins. 
Mix in order given, and let rise 
15 minutes in warm place before 
putting into moderate oven. 





Oatmeal Cookies a 
Cream one cup skortening with 
two cups sugar, add three eggs, 
half cup of milk. Add three cups 
dry rolled oats, one cup raisins, 
one cup chopped nuts. Mix two 
teaspoons baking powder with two 
cups flour, teaspoonful each cin- 
pamon, nutmeg and cloves and 
add to other ingredients. If need- 
ed, add more rolled oats, not flour. 
Drop onto greased pan, leaving 
room for spreading. Bake until 
brown. These will kcep for sev- 
eral weeks in airtight tin. 





Marguerites 
Beat whites of two eggs very 
stiff, add one cup powdered sugar 
and one cup walnuts chopped fine. 
Bake in slow oven. This makes 
24.

Fudge and nut brittle are the 
popular candies for Hallowe’en 
celebration and tho following re- 
cipes will be found to be excel- 
lent: ; 
Cocoanut Fudge 

Melt oné tablespoon butter in 
pan, add two cups sugar and 
three-fourths cup of milk. Bring 
to a boiling point slowly, and boil 
without stirring until it will form 
soft ball when tried in cold water. 
Take from fire, leave until cool, 
then beat with spoon until candy 
begins to thicken. Add half cup 
shredded cocoanut and spread in 
shallow pan. 


Chocolate Caramels 

Two cups molasses, one cup 
bréwn sugar, one cup milk, two 
squares of chocolate, small piece 
of butter. Beat sugar, milk, choc- 
olate and butter together, boil un- 
til it hardens in water. Then 
add molasses, boiling again until 
mixture hardens in cold water. 
Turn into flat buttered tin, and 
when nearly cold cut in squares. 





Peanut Brittle 

Three cups sugar, one scant 
cup boiling water, one-fourth tea- 
spoon soda. Let it melt over slow 
fire. Cook without stirring until 
a little dropped in cold water 
hardens quickly. Add one cup 
shelled peanuts with as little use 
of a spoon as possible. The brit- 
tleness of the candy depends on 
the artful use of the spoon. Turn 
mixture into buttered tin and cut 
while hot. 





Molasses Taffy 

One-half cup molasses, one-half 
corn syrup, one cup sugar, tea- 
spoon of vinegar, butter size of 
a walnut. Cook until when tried 
in cold water it is rather hard, but 
not crisp. Pour in buttered pan 
and let it cool gradually until 
hard enough to pull, Flavor with 
lemon. 








Pinoche 

Two cups brown sugar, one-half 
cup milk. Stir while cooking. 
Boil until when dropped in cold 
water it forms a soft ball. Re- 
move from fire and beat until 
thick and creamy, add one cup 
chopped. nuts, lemon flavoring. 
Pour into buttered pans and cut 
into squares when cool. Cocoanut 
may be used instead of ‘walnuts.

vear’s ‘service in.the San Bernar- 
dino County Courthouse. Upon 
investigation it was revealed tha? 
Rich is the oldest man in point 
iof continuous service of anyone 
now performing duties in local 
courts. 

When Department Two of thé 
Superior Court was established 
here in October, 1887, Superior 
Judge Henry Willis appointed Rich 
as official reporter and since that 
time Rich has been permanently 
connected in this capacity. 
| When it was ascertained that 
j Rich has been in service here so 
long, he was somewhat reticent in 
relating his experiences. He ad- 

nitted. however, that he has serv- 
jed under six Superior Judges dur- 
jing the 38 years. 

Old Timers Gone 

“There are only four attorneys 
now practicing who were lawyers 
here at the time | first took up 
my duties. They are Byron Wat- 
ers, Henry Goodcell, John Brown 
and Robert Bledsoe,” Rich mused 
in recalling the old times. 

If Rich is serving as_ reporter 
when the new county courthouse 
is completed, he will have the dis- 
tinction of being the only one who 
has served continuously in the 
three courthouses. ° 

Figures Work in Words 

Taking a mathematical turn of 
mind, Rich stated that during his 
38 years of court reporting, he has 
used slightly more than 2000 note 
books. Each note book contains 
approximately 300 pages with an 
average of 160 words to a page. 

“The way I figure it,’ Rich stat- 
ed, “I have taken down more than 
96,000,000 “words in the course of 
my reporting duties.”

fhe Ontario-Cucamonga dis- 
trict is rapidly coming to be 
recognized as the banner dis- 
trict of California for juice or 
wine grapes, according to Paul 
Hofer, well-known vineyardist, 
in a craft talk yesterday af- 
ternoon before the Rotary Club 
at Hotel Casa Blanca.
